Report From the President to ILA Members 


Liorary ccnferences, one just passed and ancther coming up in November, seem 
to make the hot slow summer months a little less tedious. 

‘There was a good representation of Indiana librarians and trustees at the American 
Library Association Conference in Washington the last week of June. As a state 
group our chief activity was participating in the luncheon for members of Congress 
which the ALA jointly sponsored with state associations under the leadership of the 
Association of State Libraries and the Governmental Relations Section of ALA. 

Thirteen librarians and trustees served as hosts for five of our Ind‘ana Congress- 
men. More of the state Congressional delegation had expected to attend but sent 
word that other official responsibilities interfered. 

The luncheon was arranged to make it possible for librarians and trustees to 
become better acquainted with their senators and representatives and for the ALA and 
the state associations to thank the Congress for its support of public library development 
by the Library Services Act and the annual appropriations to carry out the program 
during the last several years. 

Although Indiana is one of two states not participating in the federal library pro- 
gram, it was apparent that some of our Congressmen are deeply interested in public 
libraries. “This was shown by the fact that Representative Ray J. Madden of Gary 
had ALA President Greenaway’s remarks at the luncheon inserted in the Congressional 
Record of June 26 and Representative John Brademas of South Bend had “read” 
into the Record of July 7 the ALA Federal Legislative Policy statement which was 
adopted by the ALA Council at the 1959 midwinter meeting. “The statement was 
printed on pages 279-283 of the 4L4 Bulletin for April, 1959. 

Indiana Congressmen who attended the luncheon were Representatives Brademas of 
South Bend, E. Ross Adair of Fort Wayne, Fred Wampler of Terre Haute, Earl 
Hogan of Hope, and Randall S$. Harmon of Muncie. Senator Vance Hartke and 
Representative Madden had planned to attend but sent regrets at the last minute. 

The annual ILA-IL’TA Conference is the next major event scheduled for ILA 
members. A tentative program, prepared by the conference planning committee, 
Maxine Batman and Mrs. Ida K. Saks, [LTA Vice-President, co-chairmen, appears 
in this issue of focus. [LA members are urged to plan to attend and to send in the 
advance registration form, Programs of interest to all members are scheduled and it 
is hoped we will have a large attendance. 

ILA committees have been at work during the spring and summer and will have 
reports of accomplishments during the year 1958-59 to make at the annual meeting. 
Committees which have been active are the Constitution and By-Laws, Public Library 
Development, Library Planning and special committees on Library Services for Older 
Adults and Organization of District Meetings. 

After Labor Day all ILA-IL’TA members, and librarians and trustees who are not 
members of the associations, will receive a questionnaire from the Public Library 
Development Committee. Everyone is urged to fill it out as a personal responsibility 
and opportunity to participate in determining a program (if one is wanted by librarians 
and trustees) for the advancement and improvement of public library service in Indiana. 
‘This survey is a part of the suggested program outlined in the report of the PLD 
Committee which was discussed at district meetings and appeared in the May issue of 
Focus. It is intended to put reality into the recommendation that urged better com- 
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munication between the Association and its members. A report on the questionnaire 
will be made at the conference in November. 

At district meetings a number of librarians spoke to ILA officers about their 
concern over the failure of the Schacter project and the implied lack of confidence in 
the State Library because of lack of support for the part the Library would play in 
the program, particularly the pilot bookmobile project. In this connection there appears 
elsewhere in this issue of Focus the text of a letter written by the Director of the 
Gary Public Library on behalf of the Board affirming confidence in the State Library. 

‘The Executive Board hopes that by discussion at district meetings this past spring, 
at informal gatherings of librarians and trustees, conscientious attention to the PLD 
questionnaire and response to it, and especially active attendance and participation by 
association members at the conference in November we will be able to improve under- 
standing within the ILA and with other groups. As part of its effort to achieve 
harmony, understanding and better relations the Executive Boards of ILA and IL TA 
met with two officers of the Small Library Group in May to discuss problems which 
concern the three organizations. 

This is my last communication to members through Focus. In each issue I have 
written at greater length than might be desired, but it has seemed essential each time 
to take more space to comment on association activities. I will make a final report at 
the November conference — | hope to see you in Indianapolis November 6 to 8.

EASTERN OHIO REGIONAL PURCHASING AND 

PROCESSING CENTER 
Ed. note: The following paper was given at the Ohio-Indiana Library Conference, 
French Lick, Indiana, on November 6, 1958. It was part of a program, ‘Recent 
Ventures in Cooperative Library Service in Ohio,” sponsored by the Ohio Library 
Trustees Association. Mr. Griffith reports that the project is in operation and during 
June, 1959, the center acquired and processed 4,025 volumes for the twelve participating 
libraries. 

The slogan used by the Carnation Milk Company is “Milk From Contented 
Cows.” One enterprising dairyman took issue with it when he put a sign on his farm 
announcing that his cows were not contented. They were always striving to do better. 
Without meaning to compare librarians with cows, I might say that librarians, too, 
are not contented to maintain the status quo. Our curious breed is constantly striving 
to improve service to the public. It is an ever increasing problem, however, with 
personnel shortages and rising costs. One solution seems to be cooperative practices 
among libraries. 

Prompted by the possibility of a subsidy under the Library Services Act of 1956, 
a group of librarians gathered in Steubenville in the fall of 1957 to discuss the pos- 
sibility of a regional service center for libraries. Envisioned at that meeting was a 
set-up for cooperative procurement, cataloging and processing of library materials, 
advisory and reference assistance, a union catalog of member holdings, magazine and 
book pools, and publicity and display services. ‘The enthusiasm generated at that 
meeting caused the Ohio State Library to offer the Board of Trustees of the Carnegie 
Library of Steubenville a grant to investigate and evaluate the advantages of such a 
center. The library accepted and a grant of $3,900 was allocated to finance the study. 

‘The study was organized with three aims in mind: 

1. ‘To determine whether such a regional service would, in reality, improve and 

extend library service. 

2. To determine the extent and types of cooperative ventures which such a center 
might undertake. 

3. To determine the financial outlay necessary to establish and operate such a 
center and apply such costs to cooperative libraries on a fair basis according 
to size and income. 

After a year of research and investigation it is my firm conclusion that such a 
regional service center would improve and extend library service by releasing personnel 
in individual libraries for work with the public. In determining the extent and types 
of cooperative ventures which this center might undertake, the possibilities seem 
indeed endless. But the most pressing problem, and one requiring the greatest finan- 
cial outlay for equipment, is the problem of getting books properly and professionally 
cataloged. It was decided that this phase of cooperative activity should be concen- 
trated upon to initiate service and other developments follow as feasible. Financial 
outlay necessary to establish service was set at $36,000, of which $16,000 would go for 
capital expenditures and $20,000 for operation expenditures. The center would be- 
come self-sustaining with a per item processed charge of seventy-five cents. Minimum 
annual operating budget necessary for the center would be $30,000 which would 
result from processing 40,000 items per vear at seventy-five cents each. Libraries in 
the contemplated service area could easily guarantee this minimum. The seventy-five 
cents per item figure was adopted after cost studies for processing 500 books were run 
at two libraries independently and both came up with that figure. It pleased me to 
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learn that the Atlanta Public Library sells its cataloging service to other independent 
libraries and charges seventy-five cents per volume which includes complete processing 
and plastic jackets. 

The conclusions and recommendations of this study were submitted last summer 
to the Ohio State Library Board along with a petition signed by librarians in Eastern 
Ohio requesting favorable consideration of the recommendation that Federal Aid 
funds be made available to initiate this project. “—The Board accepted the report and 
voted an allocation of $35,000. 

At this point, library boards in Eastern Ohio were invited to officially approve the 
project as participating members by signing an agreement to participate for a two-year 
contract period and to commit not less than seventy-five percent of their book pur- 
chases through the center. Agreements were signed by the library boards of Wellsville, 
Martins Ferry, Steubenville, Barnesville, Cambridge, Zanesville, New Philadelphia, 
Dover, New Lexington and Coshocton. Other boards are still considering the issue. 

Representatives of those libraries that had signed the agreement met in Cambridge 
October 1, 1958, and officially organized, electing a board of directors of six members. 
Barnesville was selected as the location for the center and a vacant theater was 
designated for the quarters. ‘This theater is at present being remodeled to suit the 
particular needs of the center. The board hired an administrator for the center in the 
person of Mrs. Mary Eckford who recently returned from library service in Tokyo. 
No stranger to Ohio, however, for she worked under Georgie McAfee in Lima. We 
consider ourselves fortunate in obtaining Mrs. Eckford for we well realize that the 
success of this project depends upon its leadership. Mrs. Eckford is at present the only 
employee on our payroll. She is occupied with the task of overseeing the remodeling of 
the quarters, the purchase of supplies and equipment, and preparing a manual of 
uniform practices which will be strictly adhered to in the purchasing, cataloging, and 
processing of books for members. 

Equipment-wise, the center will employ the most modern available. Unless there 
is a drastic change in plans, we expect to employ Xerography, a process which repro- 
duces printed or typewritten material on practically anything. In our application, 
master cards will be reproduced onto mats for use on a multilith. 

We fully expect to have the center in operation by the first of January with a staff 
consisting of an administrator, a cataloger, several clerks and a driver. Weekly 
deliveries of processed materials will be made to all members. 

As you can see, our plans are no longer just on paper. They are an actuality. By 
this time next year | shall be able to give you glowing reports of its success.
